The people all over the lounty 
w«rfl thoektd to l«»ra of the Md dis- 
aster which occurred near Springer- 
toD, February 28, about noon. 
From reports as best we could learn 
thatCbarlM TIttIt, a voudl' and 
proaiaeat farmer, placed about 
twtatj poaads of dynauiite under 
tbe eookiBg stove while Mrs. Sarah 
Tittle was picpaiiog the Booa meal. 
'.Vliile fating: dinner the dynamite 
exploded instantly killing Kev. 
Joha D. Tittle, Charles Tittle, Mrs. 
Charles Tittle and injuring two 
children, a little girl and a little 
boy, who are reported some batter, 
aad hopes are eatartaiaed for their 
recovery. 

The older child, a boy ol ^ix 
years, is the only sanrivor who can 
tell aaythiag about the accident, and 
all he i<an s.iy is that the house was 
blown down. 

The hoase, a oae story frame, wa^ 
completely demolished pa^t^ uf it 
\ v\ne blown hundreds of feet away. 
Flame)' consumed all that remained. 

Fatalism seems to have pur-ued 
the Tittle family. a< Cleveland 
Tittle, a younger son ot Kev. Tittle, 
was aeeideaully killed last May 
w iiilo -f.cichinj: a barbed wire fence. 
The wid.pw .if l!ev. Tittle is in a 
very precarious condition a« a result 
of the ehoek eaased hy «^ ^^th of 
her hu>band and >tepson, and it is 
feared that she may loose her reason. 

Tbe bodies of the four who were 
in the hoase at the time of the ex- 
}'U>-i«in WLTf blown in different di- 
recKons and all were found several 
feet away from the house, the bodies 
nt the two men were blown thrOBgh 
(he iii«t end of the building, while 
the woman was blown through the 
soath side. The little girl was 
found lyinj,' o» the body of her nioth- 
er, while the little boy was lying 
across that of his father. Most of 
the elothin<; was blown from the 
bodies of the victims. The mirror 
of the dresser was found intact and 
its frama on the floor of the hoasa. — 
Carmi Times.

If tiie 
frightened boy had emptied the coffee 
on the counter he couM have put the 
fire out, but Instead ho ran out to give 
the alarm aud started upstairs to 
arouse the guests. 

Thei-e were at Ici-^^t fifty people 
asleep in the hou-"'. traveling and rail- 
way men. P.ein« a modern building. It 
was a quick prey, uiiil in an incredibly 
sliort time the tlames were leaping 
through the second story wimlous. 

When I got down men were jiiiiipiuK 
In every direction fmm tlie biirnini; lio 
tel. Railroaders swarmed around, busy 
with schemes for gettios the people 
out. for none Is mors quick wittod In 
ttnie of panic. Short as the opportunity 
was. there were many pretty rescues, 
until the flames, shooting up, cut oC 
the stairs and left tlie helpers n^Jhlns 
for it but to stand and watch the de- 
itruction of tile IniiB. rambling build- 
ing. Half a dozen of us looked from 
the dispatchers' nUices In tiie second 
ftory of the depot. We had airreed that 

the people were all out when Foley be- 



I iw gave a cry and pointed to the 
siuih irable. .\way up under the eaves 

II the third story window we saw a 
f'l'-e. It was I'itzpalrick. 

Fver.\bnil;, had foinitlen l'ilz|)atri<"k 
■.iiid his nurse. Heliind. as tlie tlames 
lighted the opeuinn. we could see the 
nurse struggliUK t.i Ket liiiii to tlie win- 
dow. It was plain that the engineer 
was In uo coiidlthin to belp himself. 
The two men were lu deadly porll. A 
g;vnt cry went up. 

The crowd swarmed like ants around 
to the south end. A do«en men calleil 
for ladders, but there w ere no ladders.

'I'liere were men 
in plenty to take any kind of chance, 
however slight, but no chance offered. 

The nurse ran to ami iroiu the win- 
dow, seeklug u loophole for escape. 
Fitspatrlck dragged himself higher ou 
the casement to get out of the smoke 
which rolled over bIm In choking 
but St s aiwl looked down on the crowd, 
1 lie.\ begged him to Jump— held out 
tlii 'i arms fraiitic.illy. The two men, 
a:;a;ii side by side, waved a hand. It 
looked like a farewell. Tiicre was no 
callinu from tlieni, no appeal. The 
iinrse would lint desert bia charge, 

and \\e saw It till. 

Suildenly tlicre was a cry below 
keener than the confuseit shouting of 
tiie crowd, and one ruuuing forward 
parted the men at the front and, clear- 
ing the fence. Jumped Into the yard 
under the burning gable.

The tragedy liad 
iilnllcd out the feud between tile strik- 
ers and the new men. Side liy side 
they workJtl, as side by side Siclone 
and Fitzpatrick had stood In the morn 
Ing, atrlrbig to unooror tho mystery 
of the mtsaing man. Nest day twice 
us many men were In the rulna. 

Fitzpatrick while we were aearchlng 
called cimtinuaily for Siclone Clark. 
We didn't tell him tiie truth. Indeed, 
we didn't know It, nor do we yet know 
it. Kvery brace, every beam, everv 
brick, was taken from the diarred pile. 
evei7 foot of ciudora, every handful of 
ashes siftod, but of a htunaa being the 
searchers found never a trace, not a 
bone, not a key. not a knife, not a but 
tun which could be IdontlflOd as his. 
Like the smoke which gwallowed bIm 
up. he had diMPPOUOl tUKflllUtf and 
forever.
